35-50, Thrysoe 
teaches forming a modified frame from the payload of a received frame); 

placing overhead information from the first frame into payload locations of a payload for the second frame (Thrysoe, col. 5, lines 58-63, 
Thrysoe teaches modifying frames to conform to the frame format by moving overhead information so that they precede the final CRC 
field). 

Parruck discloses the concatenation of STS-1 signals to form an STS-3 signal (Parruck, col. 3, lines 15-25).
